In America, | 


Car racing In America had 
developed on, entirely different 
lines to Europe. § There all the 
racing cars were absolutely apecint 
vehicles, bearing but Httle resem- 
blance to the ordinary touring 
cay, but lutely what are known as 
“stock car-races” have been start- 
ed in considerable numbers. The 
reason for this is probably due to 
the suecessful participation of 
some of the most famous American 
ears in standard car races in 
Europe. The success of Stutz and 
Chrysler last year at Le Mans and 
of , Studebaker in the recent 
“double twelve’ race ‘at Brook- 
lands may do much to popularise 
this form of: event among the 
better-known American car firms. 

America {s undoubtedly taking 
this form of racing very serfously, 
and Le Mans this year looks Iike 
developing into 2 struggle between 
America and England’ on Freneh 
soil, . 

From the public point of view 
this Is all to the good... The 
average: motorist undoubtedly gets 
a better car owing to the efforts 
of racing drivers at plices’ like 
Le Mans, Brooklands, or in Ireland. 

Four-wheel brakes in ‘ their 
*Tpresent form-are a direct renult 
of racing, while the present popu- 
Jnrity for overhead yatves, again 
owes {ts development to racing. 
‘TIt was not many ‘years ago that 
an_ overhead valve engine was a 
curlosity, but the necessity for yet-
